las engage in a deadly game 
of hide-and-sejek with army 
patrols of the three nations. 


Except in Guatemala, the 


guerrillas have taken some 
hard losses in recent months. - 


Sharp ideological disputes- 


based generally on conflicting 
soft line or Moscow policies 
versus hard line or "Peking 
positions—have deeply divided 
the 
Latin-American 
Com- 


munists. The feuding at times 
has 
been 
so bitter 
that 


government officials privately 
admit some of the successful 
strikes against guerrillas have 
been due to tips given by one 
Communist group informing 
on another. 


In none of the three coun- 


tries do the guerrillas appear 
to have any hope they can 
soon obtain.. their goals of 
overthrowing 
existing 
gov- 


ernments, eliminating "Yan- 
kee imperialism," and setting 
up Communist regimes. 


Abandon fight 


-Some 
guerrillas, 
discour- 


aged by recent setbacks, have 
abandoned the armed strug- 
gle. 


Others, though their num- 


bers are not large, remain in 
the trackless, rugged moun- 
tains, dedicated to combat, 
waiting and hoping for the 
political tide to flow their 
way. 


Their wait is long and 


dangerous. 


They keep on the move: 


seeking the aid of peasants, 
fearful of betrayal, avoiding 
army 
patrols—unless 
they 


spot a chance for a successful 
ambush and then they strike 
hard. 


Item: Bogota. Colombia—on 


August 19 fifteen solders were 
killed and 16 wounded in an 
ambush in the southwestern 
Department of Huila. 


Item: Guatemala City—On 


May 15 fourteen soldiers were 
killed in an ambush in the 
northeastern department of 
Zacapa. 


From 
Cuba 
Communist 


leader Fidel Castro, the idol 
of the guerrillas, continually 
beseeches the 'rebels to try 
harder. 


Apparently disappointed by 


their lack of success so far, 
Castro berated them in a 
speech 
July 
26: "In 
the 


immense majority of Latin- 
American countries there are 
superior conditions for revolu- 
tion than those which existed 
in Cuba, and if these revolu- 
tions are not made in these 
countries it is because of a 
lack of conviction in many 
who call themselves revolu- 
tionaries." 


But to some Latin-American 


revolutionaries it is Castro 
who is somewhat out of touch 
with the situation. 


A 
Colombian 
Communist 


commented 
after 
Castro's 


speech: "It's all very well for 
him to tell us to lead a 
revolution, but the Colombian 
- army is not a paper tiger. 
Each party must face its own 
conditions and cannot follow 
the dictates of someone from 
another country." • 


Little Doubt 


There is little doubt that 


secret shipments of arms— 
and propaganda material—are 
reaching the rebels, much of 
it believed from Cuba, al- 
though there is no concrete 
proof but it is no secret that 
hundreds of Latin Americans, 
mostly 
university 
students 


have gone to Cuba, the Soviet 
Union and 
Red China for 


Communist indoctrination and 
guerrilla, warfare training. 


The 
guerrillas, 
however, 


seize most of their weapons in 
raids on isolated military and 
police units, or purchase guns 
from smugglers. 


One of the best organized 


guerilla 
groups 
in 
Latin 


America today appears to be 
the Rebel Armed Forces in 
Guatemala. 


These guerrillas are com- 


manded -by 
Luis 
Augusto 


Turcios Lima, 24, a former 
Guatemalan army lieutenant 
who received ranger training 
in Ft. Benning, Ga., in 1960. 


On 
November 
13, 1960. 


Turcios was one of a group of 
young officers who attempted 
to 
oust 
President 
Miguel 


Ydigoras Fuentes. 


The revolt was smashed but 


it led to the formation of a 
guerrilla group led by Lt. 
Antonio Yon Sosa—who also 
received U.S. training—which 
is called the 13th of November 
Revolutionary Movement or 
MR 13.^ 


The MR 13 subsequently 


developed a "Chinese" politi- 
cal line calling for active, 
armed rebellion to establish a 
"revolutionary socialist" re- 
gime in Guatemala. 


Received Aid 


Yon Sosa, now 37, has been 


quoted as slating he visited 
Cuba in the early days of his 
movement and received some 
aid. 


Tucios, who commanded one 


of the guerrilla fronts, later 
joined up with the FAR which 
had been organized by the 
outlawed, pro-Moscow Com- 
munist party in Guatemala, 
known as the Guatemalan 
Labor Party. 


At the 
beginning of 1965 


FAR was 
reorganized with 


Turcios in command. 


Castro's Cuba has been an 


inspiration to both groups but 
at th'e Tricontinental Revolu- 
tionary conference in Havana 
in January this year, Castro 
gave his blessing to Turcios 
who slipped out of Guatemala 
to attend the meeting. 


With the support of the 


Communist party, the FAR 
appears 
to 
have 
grown 


stronger 
and more 
active 


while the MR 13 is believed 


by observers to vhave lost 
supporters. Some officials say 
it's numerical strength may 
be down to around 25 active, 
gun-toting members. 


Estimates of effective FAR 


strength range from around 75 
up to 300.

Guatemala, 
Venezuela

Colombia have found some

and the FAR. for one, gen-

out, numbers are not really 
important when it comes to 
ability to carry out terrorist 
acts.

FALN has been described 


by the Communist party of 
Venezuela as its military arm. 
But not all members of the 
guerrilla force are members 
of the party. 


One major part of FALN 


consists of members of the

tionary Left (MIR), an ex- 
treme leftist group. 


Vigorous Battle 


The Venezuelan army has 


been carrying out a vigorous 
offensive against the guerril- 
las who are located principal- 
ly in the western stales of 
Lara and Falcon. 


Venezuela's peasants have 


never given much support to 
the guerrillas. The 
Accion 


Democratica 
party, 
which 


elected former President Ro- 
mulo 
Betancourt 
and 
the 


current President Raul Leoni. 
has its main strength in the 
rural areas of the country 
which gave the party enough 
votes to overcome 
electoral 


losses in the capital. 


Lacking peasant 
support, 


suffering from internal Mos- 
cow-Peking feuds, inept organ- 
ization and pursued by ag- 
gressive army patrols, the 
Venezuelan 
guerrillas 
have 


been 
weakening 
recently. 


Most guerrilla losses this year 
have been in the form of the 
surrenders or arrests. 


Officials say they find no 


evidence now that the guerril- 
las are receiving aid from 
Cuba. But some were con- 
cerned about a reported land- 
ing of a group of bearded, 
armed men in small boat on a 
Caribbean beach in Falcon in 
late July. It has not been 
determined w h e t h e r this 
group came from abroad or 
was a small band moving 
from one part of the stXte to 
another. 


Observers in Venezuela say, 


as they do in Guatemala, that 
if the country should be hit by 
another military coup this 
would give the guerrillas their 
biggest boost. 


In neighboring Colombia

Colombia (FARC) made up of 
various Communist guerrilla 
groups which had been driven 
out of "independent repub- 
lics" they had set up pre- 
viously in rural areas. 


Estimates of ELN strength 


range up to 150 while the 
active strength of EARC is 
estimated by observers and 
officials at from 150 to 500.

strategy, ( the 


Colombian Communist party 
this year proposed that the 
FARC seek to cooperate with 
the ELN to form a commou 
front.

But there are important 


differences between the Cas- 
tro movement and the guerril- 
las in Guatemala, Venezuela 
and Colombia. 


Castro won widespread sup- 


port against a harsh regime, 
by promising a democratic 
revolution with freedom and 
justice for all. 


Not until he was in firm 


control of Cuba did Castro 
declare his revolution to be 
Communist. 


The guerrillas in Guate- 


mala. Venezuela and Colom- 
bia have declared they are 
fighting 
for a 
Castro-style 


revolution. 


And they are opposing free- 


ly elected governments whose 
leaders are keenly aware of 
the acute economic and social 
problems in their countries. 


The fate of the guerrilla 


movements depends not only 
on how well the armies can 
combat them, but also on how 
well and how soon govern- 
ments improve conditions of 
the workers and peasants in 
their countries. 


Deep in the Guatemalan jungles, with 


the MR 13 "Chinese"-leaning commu- 
nist group of guerillas is the woman, 
pausing in her soldierly duties to re- 
flect, perhaps, on how it goes for the 
rebels. In the Latin American countries 
where the communist's rebellions have 
been occurring since 1960, it is difficult 


for the authorities to get an accurate 
count of their numbers, since "moon- 
lighting" occurs among the pro-com- 
munist sympathizers—be they students 
or businessmen—who join the guerillas 
on weekends only, and then go back to 
their regular daily routines.

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Broadside Attack on Major Probiems 
Student to be Center 
Of Northeastern UW

MADISON - At the heart 


of the northeastern 
branch 


campus of the 
University 


of Wisconsin is to be the 
student. 


That brief summarization 


indicates the educational phi- 
losophy outlined by the UW 
for the State Building Com- 
mission on the planning for 
the two new campuses being 
planned for Green Bay and 
Kenosha county. 


With that philosophy will 


come a broadside attack on 
many of the major problems 
facing the large American 
universities of today. 


Since the growth of many 


colleges into "multiversities" 
that now sprawl across the 
once-tiny college towns, one of 
the basic problems of univer- 
sity administrators and teach- 
ers has been to-maintain the 
individual contact with stu- 
dents that once was the 
hallmark of a college educa- 
tion. 
/~ 


Some educators no longer 


try, being content instead to 
lecture to hundreds of under- 
graduates at a time in mob- 
sized classes and to know only 
a few of the graduate students 
studying in their department. 


Make Effort 


Others do make the effort, 


but find themselves in part 
hampered by traditional ap- 
proaches to higher education 
that have been earned into 
the large institutions of today 
from 
the small college of 


yesterday. 


With the start of the new 


campuses, some of the old 
traditions will suffer to bring 
gains to the students, if the 
plans of the UW succeed. 


In the document prepared 


by UW vice president Charles 
Engman, a graphic descrip- 
tion of the new educational 
approach is contained. 


The news is good for the 


student worried by tales of his 
older brothers and sisters 
about computerized universi- 
ties in which students are 
recognizable mainly by their 
IBM numbers, and the often 
heard criticism of the lack of 
any true measure of educa- 
tional accomplishment in the 
large classes inherent in such 
a system. 


The emphasis .of the new 


institutions is to be on the 
individual contact between the 
student and the teacher, the 
self-pacing of the 
student's 


studies, and an accelerated 
means of supplying him with 
the l e a r n i n g 
materials 


essential to his work. 
""With the strongly experi- 
mental nature of the educa- 
tional programs attempted at 
the new colleges will go a 


major emphasis on student 
counseling, 
both while on 


campus and in aiding the 
student to identify vocational 
aspirations. 


A Criticism 


One of the many criticisms 


of the new American univer- 
sity has been on the lack of 
such personal assistance to 
the harried student confronted 
with the first major change in 
living, learning and working 
patterns in his life. The UW 
Board of Visitors last spring 
criticised 
the 
University's 


Madison campus for a lack of 
facilities and services for the 
counseling of students, and 
urged that more be added. 


According to the 
report, 


such help will be available for 
the 
students 
of 
the 
new 


campuses almost from the 
time the doors are opened in 
1969. 


But, "The key figure on the 


campuses will be the stu- 
dent,'' according to the re- 
port 
"He. rather than the 


professor, will have the initia- 
tive and piimary responsibili- 
ty in the learning process. 
This 
implies 
independent 


study, self-pacing, credit by 
examination, 
open-slack 
li- 


braries, and the widespread 
use 
of electronic teaching 


devices which will be accessi- 
ble day and night. It also 
implies great latitude and free- 
dom for the student in the 
choice of courses and pro- 
grams. 


"Professors will be only one 


of the many educational re- 
sources on the campus. By 
handling many routine teach- 
ing and information imparting 
tasks, teaching machines will 
free 
professors 
for 
more 


meaningful 
intellectual con- 


tacts with students in lec- 
tures, laboratories, and for- 
mal 
and 
informal 
discus- 


sions." 
Genera/ Plan 


The report points out that 


the 
general 
developmental 


plan 
of 
the 
campus 
will 


include 
the 
scattering 
of 


classroom and office buildings 
throughout the entire campus, 
rather than grouping them by 
function. 
And 
few 
if 
any 


buildings will be used for just 
one or the other of those 
purposes. 
By 
emphasizing 


walking between the buildings, 
additional chances 
will be 


provided for serious or in- 
formal c o n t a c t s between 
teacher and student, it is 
hoped. 


On many campuses, class- 


rooms are separated 
from 


offices so that few students 
see their professors outside of 
lecture. That is to be avoided 
at the new schools, it is 
hoped. 


The emphasis on mechani- 


cal teaching devices, including 
audio and video and program-

mittee. 


Under the state's long bridge ;law,' 


$200,000 is appropriated ea'ch bierinium as, 
the state's one-third share toward -building 
any bridges in the state more than 475 feet 
long. And $600,000 today won't even build 
one such bridge, let alone pay for its 
approaches. 


The critical need for a number of high- 


level, four-lane bridges in a number of 
areas about the stale is widely recognized. 
There are some 30 communities which 
have spans of this length or longer, and it 
is estimated that at least 20 of them face a 
critical problem now or will In the near 
future. 


The conference was called to get a 


general idea of the needs in this area. And 
the legislators and members of the Stale 
Highway Commission in attendance very 
quickly 
gained 
an 
insight 
into

immensily of the problem, if they didn't 
already have such an insight. 


Green Bay's dire need for a new Mason 


Street high-level structure has been well 
publicized for a number of years. The 
Fox Valley Planning Commission put its 
first priority on Ihe bridge over Little 
Lake Butte des Morts, but a new high level 
Oneida Street span'and widening of the 
Memorial Drive bridge in Appleton are 
close behind in immediacy of need. Then 
there's the unique- problem of the lone 
bridge to the resort area at Sturgeon Bay; 
two of the heavy traffic bridges at Osh- 
kosh-are ancient and obsolete; and there 
are similar problems at Manitowoc and 
Sheboygan. 


Looking inlo Ihe future, the Fox Valley 


Planning Commission's regional express- 
way plan includes a total of seven new 
spans. And if the Shorewood site for Ihe 
new Northeastern University is to be made 
at all accessible lo sludenls from Ihe 
north, west and south, as the Site Selection 
Committee so glibly promised, two more 
high-level expressway type structures are 
needed north and south of Green Bay. 


The obvious question is: Where's the 


money coming from? But the answer is far 
from obvious. 
" Bridges' which 
mainly 
serve 
the 


internal needs of cities may t well-have ^ to 
be the sole responsibility of the cities 
concerned, possibly with some county aid., 
This-would be the case with the Mason; 
. Street bridge at Green Bay and the Oneida 


Street bridge in Appleton, both of which 
are designed primarily to handle traffic 
problems in the downtown core area. 


Other bridges would handle traffic on a 


regional basis, such as the one proposed 
over 
Little 
Lake 
Butte 
des 
Morts. 


Chairman Ralph Risley of the Fox Valley 
Commission, made an interesting observa- 
tion on this point. Estimating the cost to a 
motorist to drive north through Appleton 
or south through Neenah to get around 
that lake at 25 cents per trip, the savings 
to such motorists would amount currently 


_ to about $1,500,000 on a $6,000,000 bridge 
^ across the lake. Not a bad return on an 


investment, Risley commented. 


Following this thesis to a logical 


conclusion then, the motorists who so 
benefit should pay for the bridge. One 
legislator wondered if toll bridges might 
be the answer. But chances are even a 
nominal toll would, divert traffic to free 
structures however inadequate they might 
be. Actually the present state formula by 
which the stale, the county and the 
municipality 
involved share the cost 


equally probably fairly accurately assesses 
the cost according to the benefit. 


. All three of these government units 


must face up to the fact that they are 
going to have to budget large sums for 
bridge construction almost immediately. 
The niggardly sums expended on bridges 
in recent years have compounded a serious 
problem into a critical one. 


One proposal advanced at the confer- 


ence was an immediate and detailed 
inventory of the state's major bridge 
needs, 
including 
cost 
estimates 
and 


construction priorities. This would put the 
problem into much clearer perspective and 
the state legislature could then proceed to 
adopt a realistic annual budget and the 
taxation necessary to finance it.

proposals are not yet firm or final. 


The tone some of the critics have 


employed, moreover, is more likely to 
breed skepticism than sympathy, for some 
of Ihem are Ihe mechanical responses of 
public officeholders who would resenl and 
oppose any change in their accustomed 
arrangements and jurisdictions,-whatever 
the authorship and however persuasive the 
merits. Remembering that the advisory 
group headed by our neighbor William R. 
Kellett of Menasha is working under the 
mandate of a legislative act supported by 
both political parties, moreover, some of 
these angry responses may be regarded as 
presumptuous as well as hasty. 


The deliberations of the high quality 


reorganization commission thus far have 
indicated Iwo principal objectives, wilhoui 
a formal decision. There appears lo be a 
disposition loward remodeling the pattern- 
less system of bureaus, boards, depart- 
menls. and commissions, some of them 
headed by individuals, some by small 
commissions, some by larger boards, into a 
homogeneous grouping, on the one hand, 
and a drastically reduced number of 
adminislrative departments, on the other. 


The apparent intention lo group state 


services under administrative roofs accord- 
ing to their function is a laudable one. 
There is no reason we have ever heard why 
this stale should have so many scores of 
separale deparlmenls, when olher stales 
can manage quite as effectively wilh as

Misguided School Integration 


The efforls in many northern cities lo 


change school populalions to overcome de 
faclo segregation really caused by housing 
patterns are sometimes misguided. Such a 
mixed up controversy has developed in 
New York. 


A brand new elemenlary school to be 


opened Ihis fall did nol open on schedule 
because of a Ihrealened boycott by many 
of the parenls, all of whom live in Harlem. 
The parenls say Ihey objecled lo Ihe 
building of Ihe school in Ihe firsl place on 
the grounds that it would serve almost 
completely only Negro and Puerto Rican 
families. But their reasons for the current 
threat was because the Board of Education 
would not accede to their demands to have 
a Negro principal appointed and to have 
control over the staff of the school. 


In great part 
the 
move was to 


emphasize thai merely providing excellent 
physical facilities — the new school is very 
modern and air conditioned — is not 
rnough for the Negro and Puerto Rican 
community. But unfortunately the parenls 
did not realize lhal what they were 
demanding was what they did not want 
white parents in other parts of the city to 
have. If Negro parents can demand Negro 
admimstralors

nuclear weapons. As a result. 
West Germany is made lo 
appear as Ihe main obslacle lo 
an arms-conlrol accord lhat 
might bring in its train a truly 
significant easing of interna- 
tional tension — perhaps even 
in Southeast Asia. 
DIVISIVE ISSUE 


The West German role is 


seeming to block detente has 
furnished ammunition to those 
who have at all times wanted 
to split apart the growing 
Atlantic 
community. Gen. 


Charles de Gaulle, in particu- 
lar, has used widespread anti- 
pnthy to Germany in Europe. 
Britain and this country to win 
sympathy for his efforts lo 


immobilize NATO and the 
European 
Community, 
or 


Common Market. 


This 
disunity 
is 
further 


heightened by the continued 
West German insistence on a 
fixed quota of foreign troops, 
despite 
changing 
strategic 


conditions and financial pres- 
sures in this country and in 
Britain. Indeed, in this country 
and Britain, those opposed to 
foreign commitments regular- 
ly use the troop issue to mount 
attacks on the whole concept 
of Atlantic unity.

refusal to budge begins to 
afflict western unity, Ihen it 
seems to me that the game 
becomes not worth the candle. 
II is more important, in other 
words, to maintain growing 
Atlantic harmony than it is to 
maintain any particular Ger- 
man government — particular- 
ly a government as weak as 
the Erhard regime. 


Sooner or later, the news

Two of the four families have left the area because 


of the hostility they found here. It was a small taste,of 
larger problems to come.

I use this incident to preface a discussion of Ihe racial 


question which I would like to reprint today. It was writ- 
ten by Henry M. Wriston, former president of Lawrence 
and Brown Universities. It is an excerpt from a book en- 
titled "Goals for Americans" which Dr. Wriston published 
five or six years ago.

Different races-live togelher in amity and effective 


cooperation in many parts of the world. 


The key is in the Declaration of Independence. . 
The first unalienable right, without which the other- 


two have no meaning, is the right to life. A' truncated life 
will not suffice; men are entilled lo life in all its'full- 
ness—length, breadth, deplh. Yet for a Negro life expec- 
tancy, at birth, is about 7.5 years less than for a while 
man. At age twenly-five Ihe life expeclancy of a Negro 
is still about 5.8 years less than for whites. Clearly the 
difference does not arise wholly from higher infant mor- 
lalily. This startling discrepancy between Negroes and ' 
whites is largely caused by inferior education,' poorer 
living conditions, inadequate dental, medical and surgical 
attention. Those deficiencies are the direct consequence 
of curtailment of "unalienable" rights. 


Failure to give Ihe Negro" equal education condemns 


men to remain common laborers though Ihey have a 
much higher potential.' '

The Department of Labor lisls over five Ihousand 


skilled and professional occupations. Most are effectively- 
closed to Negroes. There is a glib explanation: "They do- 
not meet the standards." So far as it-goes that is'un- 
questionably true. But the deeper trulh, Ihe overriding. 
Irulh is lhat they have been deprived o'f proper prepar- 
ation to meet them. Talent is distributed across the hu- 
man race without respect to national boundaries, race,, 
sex, or any olher classification. No competent study ever 
found one race inferior in social, political, economic, or 
cultural potential. 


Where barriers of prejudice have been lowered Ne- 


groes have made their way. 


It is utter nonsense to insist that we are in a des- 


perate competitive struggle with Ihe Communisl bloc 
and then handicap ourselves unnecessarily by depriving 
a significant percentage of our population of a fair oppor- 
tunity to make their full potential conlribulion lo Ihe" 
national effort. The economic loss runs to billions a year. 


The loss in human satisfactions runs far deeper than 


the economic: it is beyond calculation. When people are 
denied fulfillmenl il is Irespass upon Ihe unalienable 
right to pursue happiness, to find, for oneself, the deep- 
er satisfactions of self-realization.

The danger is increased manyfold when some have 


defied prejudice, broken through barriers, and secured' 
higher education, gaining capacity for articulate leader- 
ship. They give voice lo whal have previously been mute 
discontents. 


When it is urged lhal Negroes are nol "socially ac- 


ceptable" the statement misses the point. People are not 
born with social grace. It comes from education, training," 
environment—the whole atmosphere surrounding youth. 
The product is Ihe resull of Ihe process. II is not reason- 
able to deny a proper environment and then complain of 
the consequences. 


The myth thai a Negro neighbor always "impairs 


property values" has been shown lo be jusl lhal—a mylh. 
The besl evidence is to the contrary, when social cir- 
cumstances are adjusted. 


Negroes know thai men of color are Ihe heads of al- 


most half the nations in the United Nations. 


All history and observable current dynamics show" 


that a world in revolution—industrial, agricultural, sci- 
entific, political, and social—will not continue lo loler- 
ale denial of unalienable righls. 


The "separate bul equal" doclrine was uttered sixty-" 


four years ago. Educational facilities have been separate; 
equal they have not been. 
\ 


Until Ihe Declaration of Independence is taken to 


mean what it says, unlil the salute lo the flag is not 
uttered wilh tongue in cheek, until the plain intent of 
the Conslilution is nol defied, talk of need for "law an'l 
order" is sheeresl hypocrisy. 


The first and dominant goal with regard lo Ihe Negro 


problem is lo treat men and women as individuals, and pay 
no attention to Iheir pigmenlalion. The time has come— 
almost too late — for a determined and suslained effort 
to meet Ihis issue al every level, federal, slate, local, 
economic, social, personal. Like every olher citizen the 
the Negro must be nol only allowed, but helped to ful- 
fill his potential. 


This goal is necessary nol only in juslice lo the Negro 


but for the sake of the moral inlegrily of all of us. 


Bul public indifference is passing, and progress has 


been made. 


Enough has been done to show that desegiegation is 


inescapable: it remains^ for all of us to make up our 
minds actively to cooperate with the inevitable.

The latter are 
very smooth but generally too 
relaxed — at times even 
dainty. 


A fastidious serenity is the

or Mozart than Beethoven.

Ormandy tends to spin out the 
lyrical lines a bit too much. 


The famous "Eroica." des- 


pite a vigorous finale, is too 
relaxed, projecting little of 
the idea of a hero. Number 
Four, in addition to muffled 
sound, doesn't get anywhere 
and is the least effective of 
the set. Not enough drive and 
an almost dainty approach 
flaws the great Fifth.

musical goes on to say, .no 
such-number in this hemis- 
phere. It exists only' on, "ABC 
Stage 67," the new,-weekly 
color series where "OLympus 
7-0000" will show on Wednes- 
day. From 9-10 -that night, 
"Olympus 7" is a direct line 
to the Greek god Hermes. 


Hie man who installed this 


highly unlikely connection (no 
area code required) is Rich- 
ard Adler, whose irreverent 
mind and lilting music-pen 
have previously been turned 
toward the garment industry, 
in "Pajama Game," and the 
Great American Pastime — 
baseball — with "Damn Yan- 
kees." For "Olympus 7-000" 
Adler decided to apply his 
own 
offside 
attentions 
to 


college 
football,, 
and 
the 


NCAA may never be . the 
same. 


As composer-lyricist 
and 


- executive producer for the 


show, Adler's 
first 
draft- 


choice was Donald O'Connor. 


"That may not have showed 


too much practical football 
judgment on my part," Adler 
says, "since O'Connor is not 
likely ever to show up in the 
Football Hall of Fame. But I 
defy the New York Giants or 
the Los Angeles Rams or 
anybody else to come up with 
a better song —vand — dance 
man than Donald. And, for a 
musical play, I'm'more inter- 
ested in perfect pitch than 
perfect passes."

Next pick for Adler's televi- 


sion team: one to create envy 
in the heart of any college 
coach or professional owner 
— the services of quarterback 
Joe Namalh and 24 of his New 
York Jets teammates. 


"It's true . . . Namath isn't 


the greatest song-and-dance 
man in the world. . . probably 
not even the second greatest," 
Adler 
says. 
"But 
for

him?" 


Larry BIyden and Phyllis 


Newman complete the show's 
front-line team, with Fred 
Clark, Eddie Foy Jr. and Lou 
Jacobi along to round but the 
roster.

Exactly what assault does 


this team plan on the game of 
football? 


"It's a perfectly simple and 


logical story," says Adler. 
"It's about an architect who 


coaches a football team, a 
Greek god who can't leave 
bad enough alone, a butcher 
shop that doesn't sell peacock 
livers,, an alumni association 
president who does a soft-shoe 
-with a goat, a pretty archae- 
ology professor who sacrifices 
to Hera, and a college football 
team that changes from cam- 
pus 
clowns 
to 
conference 


champs. The sort of story you 
could read in the newspaper 
sports pages any day." 


When Adler's tongue is not 


pressed quite so far into his 
cheek, he explains those odd 
elements this way: 


"Donald , O'Connor 
plays 


Hermes, messenger to the 
gods. Phyllis Newman is the 
archaeology professor, engag- 
ed to Larry BIyden, who is a 
student architect. 


"In order to make a few 


dollars so they can marry, 
BIyden takes on the thankless 
"task of-coaching the utterly 
'inept football team at New 
England College. His efforts 
in that direction are disas- 
trous until Phyllis, with the 
aid of a prayer bowl she 
picked up in Athens, calls 
upon the Greek gods for help 
— and finds O'Connor stand- 
ing in her room, ready to 
help. 


"He helps, all right — but 


his price is a good deal higher 
than Phyllis is prepared to 
pay. (As he explains to her in 
the show: "Those whom the 
gods would destroy, they first 
, make a success.') How he 
helps, and why he helps — 
well, you'll have to see the 
show." 


This is'the first television 


venture ' for Adler in eight 
years. After his phenomenal 
success with "Pajama Game" 
and "Damn Yankees," both 
on Broadway and in Holly- 
wood, he wrote a television 
special, was very dissatisfied 
with the result, and vowed he 
would confine his television 
activities in the future to 
turning on his own set. 


"Let's just say that Broad- 


way offered me much more 
freedom, both as a writer and 
as a producer," says Adler. 


Adler stuck with his vow, 


writing "K w a m i n a " for 
Broadway, preparing two othr 
er major musicals for the 
stage ("A Mother's Kisses," 
based on Bruce Jay Fried- 
man's novel of that title, arid 
"When In Rome," based on 
the movie "Roman Holiday"), 
and producing and writing 
political, matter for both the. 
late President Kennedy and 
for President Johnson. 


Like many creative talents 


who have avoided television, 


his interest in the medium 
*,vas.revived when Leonard H. 
Goldenson, president of Amer- 
ican Broadcasting Companies, 
Inc., promised "A new pro- 
gram of some sort — a 
creative program, a program 
innovation — which in and of 
itself will represent a depart- 
ure from existing patterns." 


That promised program be- 


came the "ABC Stage 67" 
series of specials, and when 
Adler 
was approached- by 


Goldenson to write for the 
series, he agreed. 


"Mr. 
Goldenson promised 


me all the freedom, the time 
and the funds to do the best 
show within my power," Adler 
has said, "evenjto the extent- 
of giving me full responsibility 
as executive producer. It was 
an 
offer 
I 
couldn't 
turn 


down." 


With this sort of artistic 


blank check in his hands, 
Adler began looking at poten- 
tial subjects and settled on a 
short story by George Brad- - 
shaw, best known for his 
Saturday Evening Post stor- 
ies. Adler had been fascinated 
by one called "How Like A 
God," which concerns a Greek 
god and 
a very 
vincible 


college football team. 


"I had always liked the 


story," Adler says, "but I 
knew 
it" wasn't 
right for 


Broadway or for a movie; the 
length required would have 
meant stretching the story all 
out of shape. But it was 
perfect for a television hour.J' 


Adler 
recruited 
Jerome 


("My Sister Eileen") Chodo- 
rov, 
with 
whom he - was 


already writing a Broadway 
musical, 
to collaborate in 


adapting the story. 
Many Credits 


Willard Levitas, with "The 


Defenders" 
a n d 
"TW3" 


among his many credits, 
joined the team as producer. 
Stanley Prager, who "directed 
"The 
Love Song of Barney 


Kempinski," the offbeat open- 
er for the "Stage 67" series, 
and Gordon Rigsby, an exper- 
ienced tape director, came in, 
and "OLympus 7" was ready 
to roll. 


The record industry has 


welcomed this return of Ad- 
ler, the television dropout. His 
score for "OLympus 7-0000," 
arranged by jazz great Ralph 
'Burns and sung by O'Connor, 
Phyllis .Newman, Larry BIy- 
den and Eddie Foy Jr., has 
been released as an album by 
. .Command Records.

Freedom Moravian Church Has 
History Dating Back Century

Although 1966 marks the centennial year of the 


official founding of the Freedom Moravian Church, 
its actual beginnings go back even earlier than 1866. 
As with most things historical, this congregation in 
'Outagamie County's Town of Freedom has an inter- 
esting story to tell. 


First of all, there were the people concerned — a 


sturdy band of German settlers who came to clear 
and farm the dense forest land as early as 1858 and 
1859. There were the families of Frederick Peters, 
Carl Persohn, Frederick Krabbe Jr., Frederick Wiese 
and Herman Kummerow, whose descendants still live 
in the area and belong to the church. Other families 
in that first group identified as charter members 
were those of Frederich and William Stammer, Chris- 
toph Mueller, Christoph Burmeister, Frederick Wolf. 
William Modersohn, John Weise, Adam Schnell and 
William Baum. 


Then there was the war—with President Abraham 


Lincoln's 1864 draft call including the menfolk in this 
pioneer community of 
German-speaking 
farmers. 


They had to go to Green Bay to answer the call and 
settle their affairs. 


The fact that these pioneers spoke and thought 


best in German also played a part in their church 
story. So did another fact—their devoutness as re- 
ligious men. 
German Church Service 


When they came to Green Bay, many stayed sev- 


eral days, including Sundays, to get their military "ad- 
justments attended to." according to a translated ver- 
sion from the German in the early pages of the 
church diary. Whether or not these "adjustments" 
meant providing substitutes for military service as 
was a common custom in Civil War .days is not made 
clear. In any event, the men sought a church which 
had a Sunday service in their native German. This 
turned out to be the Moravian Church of Green Bay 
(built in 1851) with the Rev. Michael Gottlieb Fried- 
rich Uecke preaching the sermon. 


They liked what they heard and they liked the 


man who spoke the words. When they returned to 
their Freedom homes, they told all their neighbors 
about it One more coincidence adds to the story—the 
fact that Frederick Wolf, who lived in the eastern end 
of the township, was a Moravian and a member of the 
Green Bay Church. Enlisting his aid, a committee was 
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Built in 1867, the first summer after the Freedom 


Moravian Church was organized officially, 
this Iwo- 


story structure served as both parsonage and Ver- 
sammlungs-Saalf or meeting room, for.church services 
The meeting room was on the top floor, reached by 
an enclosed staircase at the right of the building. 


Michael Gottlieb Friedrich Uecke was the 


founding pastor of the Town of Freedom Church: 
He came from the Moravian Church of Green 
Say, first as a mission preacher and later as the 
congregation's first pastor. 


formed to call on the Rev.-Uecke and invite him to 
come to the Freedom Township. 


Thus started the historical "happening," the chain 


of events which brought the Moravian faith to the 
northeastern corner of Outagamie County. 


Brother Uecke became first a mission preacher to 


the new group on a once-a-month basis that certainly 
proved both his faith and fortitude. He finally was 
made a full-time pastor of the Freedom congregation 
in 1867, leaving the Green Bay congregation with 
their good wishes and the blessings of the National 
Provincial Elders Conference in Bethlehem, Pa. -This 
dedicated man served the Freedom church a full 11 
years, retiring to Seymour in the fall of 1875 after 
setting the pattern of program and work the church 
was to follow for many years. 


This founding pastor not only preached. with vig-

DELAFIELD — Age and youth have seldom been 


more impressively combined than at the rambling 
frame farmhouse which comprises the residence, stu- 
dio and gallery of artist and craftsman Charles Dix. 


The age lies in the century-old dwelling, with its 


dozen rooms, now decorated in satin black, and fur- 
nished with an intriguing assortment of stained glass 
tables, Tiffany chandeliers, modern pottery — Amer- 
ican as well as Mexican — and sandcast interior walls. 


The youth is, of course, represented by Dix him- 


self — at 27 a nationally-recognized painter whose 
most recent .innovation, hand-made silver jewelry, is 
currently on display at the John Nelson Bergstrom 
Art Center,' 165 N. Park Ave., Neenah. 


A native of Milwaukee, and self-taught artist, D'IK 


has occupied his present gallery, located at the north- 
west corner of the Hartland-Wales Interchange o£ 
Interstate 94 to Madison, for the past five years. 


Before that, he worked for about 2 years in a farm- 


house on State 18—"until I ran oat o£ room." 


Jewelry making, utilizing silver and semi-precious 


stones, has been one of Dix's enthusiams for only the 
past 18 months. Before that he won the notice oc 
critics and art collectors across -the country with 
what one metropolitan writer has termed "abstracted 


visions of .deep sea forms and ideas out of cosmic 
space ...". 


These space-age abstractions, executed primarily in 


acrylics today, and watercolors in the recent past, 
have intrigued observers with their brilliant color re- 
lationships, and their subtle and evocative spatial pat- 
terns. 


"I started out with watercolors," he told a visitor 


last week. "These were the more nebulous, explosive 
types. The things in acrylic have structure, almost as 
if man has entered the picture and is constructing." 


The constructor is "not necessarily," he explained, 


somewhat enigmatically, "a human creature." 


The representation of scenes from nature holds 


little interest for Dix, although his enthusiasm for the 
out-of-doors is evidenced by the large, old-fashioned 
garden at the rear of his home.

"The wonders of the world 
The beauty and the pcioer, 
The shape of things, 
Their colors, lights and shades, 
These 1 saw. 
Look ye also, while life lasts." 


These words, according to an article in a recent 


issue of Audubon Magazine, are on a plaque above 
the fireplace of Margaret and Olaus Murie, writer- 
naturalists," who spent much of their life in Alaska. 
Olaus died recently, but during his life he looked at 
the beauty and shape of things and told about them 
in the books the two Muries wrote. 


This is the season when there is more beauty and 


light and color than at any other time of the year. 
Wisconsin is blessed in'two ways in regard to autumn 
color. The trees which wear the gayest shades, oaks, 
maples, sumachs, and beeches, are common just about 
all over the state. Also, we have the types of autumn 
weather which brings out the best possible colors. 
Warm sunny days, cool nights and just enough rain 
make for the brightest foliage. 


In this area, two favorite places to see the annual 


foliage show are Doer County and Menominee County. 
Avenues of beauty can be seen mile after mile in the 
two state parks in Door County. County roads which 
cross from one side of the peninsula to the other 
are worth a look too. 


Menominee County, with its tall pines and hard- 


woods, is for many persons the favorite spot to see 
the fall colors. An occasional maple may be seen 
standing in a forest of pine, and the two colors — 
green and red — make this a striking picture. 


Other counties in this area offer beautiful autumn 


scenes, too. In fact you can hardly miss, no matter 
which road you drive on. But we all have favorite 
drives or spots. One of mine is a patch of maples 
near a road a few miles north of Suring. It always 
seems these trees turn redder than others in the 
area. Another beautiful autumn drive is in the Good- 
man and McClintock Parks area of Marinette County. 


Sumachs have been turning color for the past 


several weeks. Theirs are among the brightest red 
of all leaf colors. "The sumachs are putting on their 
red flannels," is a "quotable quote" I read at one 
time. Their color is really flannel red. 


Swamp or red maples are sometimes so deep red 


they are almost wine-colored. Sugar maple leaf col- 
ors in fall range from yellow, to orange, to bright 
red. Often the leaves are shaded or speckled with 
several colors. Black maple is most apt to be bright 
yellow with touches of orange or red, but sometimes 
these touches are lacking. On a dark or rainy day a 
grove of black maples lights up the air like sunshine.

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'Big-League Sport

WAUKESHA — With the departure of baseball's 


Braves from Milwaukee, it would seem to any reader 
of the sports pages that the Green Bay Packers, 1965 
National Football League champions, are the only 
"big league" operation left in the state. 


But a highly competitive sporting event has quiet- 


ly, without fanfare or publicity, become a truly big 
league, big-time attraction in Wisconsin. The sport, 
only game in which "amateurs" rather than "profes- 
sionals" are paid off, is trapshooting. The hub of 
trap shooting in Wisconsin is at the Waukesha Gun 
Club, which began in a pasture 30 years ago and is 
now the second-largest clay target shooting installa- 
tion in the U. S. 


This development of trapshooting from a minor 


sport, indulged in only by a few wealthy individuals 
and "gun nuts," into a favored weekend competitive 
event for entire families has taken place only within 
the past decade. 


At the 67th annual Wisconsin state shoot, the 


200-bird race for the 16-yard championship saw 765 
different persons compete. More than 1,000 different 
marksmen vied for trophies worth $2,400 and cash 
amounts totalling $5,500 in the three different events 
which make up the tournament. For' three days the 
club grounds were jammed with between 3,000 to 
5,000 spectators and shooters. 


The shooters came from all parts of the state, 


from Superior to Beloit, Madison to Marinette. Larg- 
est concentrations of entries were from the south- 
eastern part of the state encompassing Milwaukee, 
Racine and Kenosha, but the second largest group 
came from the Fox River Valley area. Serious shot- 
gunners brought their families along. If the women 
and children didn't shoot, as many did, they camped 
and picnicked on the grounds and filled the hotels 


and motels to overflowing. There is no competitive 
sport, unless it might be bowling, which attracts so 
many family groups, encouraged by special awards. 


There are somewhere between 500 and 1,000 trap 


installations of one kind or another hi Wisconsin, 
ranging from the substantial clubs in the Oshkosh, 
Green Bay, Waupaca, Madison, Milwaukee and Eau 
Claire areas to single traphouses operated by small 
town conservation clubs or civic groups where "ham 
and bacon" or "merchandise" shoots are conducted 
to raise money and to let sportsmen" "warm up" for 
upcoming hunting seasons. 


But the showplace of the state's trap shooting 


complex is the -Waukesha Gun Club. With this year's 
addition, it has 23 traps on a more than half-mile 
long firing line, making it the world's largest mem- 
bership club. The only place in the world having a 
larger facility is the Amateur Trapshooting Associa- 
tion's grounds at Vandalia, Ohio, where the Grand 
American Trapshooting tournament, world series of 
trapshooting, was held Aug. 19-28. 


This year, in the Grand American Handicap por- 


tion of this gigantic shootfest, 3,465 marksmen, more 
than 100 from Wisconsin, shot the event. The winner, 
Delbert Grim, Lincoln, Nebraska, took home about 
$6,000 and could have made about $3,000 more had 
he "played the money." 


During the three-day tournament at Waukesha in 


July, the entrants, from all over the U. S. and Can- 
ada, as well as across the state, popped about 390,000 
shotshell primers. Each time a shell went off, it 
sprayed 1% ounces of shot over the range. This 
means that better than 14 tons of lead were "seeded" 
on the Waukesha Gun Club grounds in three days. 


Nor is this wasted. An enterprising salvage man 


has a contract with the club. Using special' equip- 
ment, he "mines" the lead deposits made up of tiny

shot pellets. When one considers that more than 
1,300,000 clay targets were fired at during 1965 at 
the Waukesha Club, this recovered lead tonnage 
reaches astronomical proportions — more than 35 
tons. 


The popularity of clay target shooting with Wis- 


consin sportsmen, who year by year see the game 
supplies and available hunting acreage diminish, has 
been primarily responsible for making the Waukesha 
Club the magnificent layout it is today. Just two 
years ago, the firing line was made up of only eight 
traps. 


Four more were added, but the increased demands 


made by exploding entry lists in the state champion- 
ship shoot decided the Waukesha Gun Club directors 
to go all out, with the resulting 23 trap installation 
which accommodated the record turn-out of shooters 
in July. While the expansion was far beyond normal 
club needs, the directors decided it should serve as a 
club contribution to encouraging shooting in the 
state.

KAUKAUNA — "Human rights" is more than an 


abstract expression for 17-year-old Joe McCarty, eldest 
son of Mr. and Mrs. Neil J. McCarty, 601 Wisconsin 
Ave. 


Joe. a senior this fall at Kaukauna High School, 


began the year 1966 by taking part in an integrated 
production of the play, "In White America", both 
at Kaukauna and at Milwaukee's predominantly Negro 
Rufus King High School. 


He followed up his interest in human and race 


relations by working, from late June through the end 
of July, in a summer school project for Negro young- 
sters in the inner core of St. Louis. 


And, Aug. 18 through 20, he. served as delegate of 


Ihe Fox Valley Human Relations Council at a human 
relations youth workshop sponsored by the Governor's 
Commission on Human Rights, at Bruce, Wis. 


As a result of these three diverse achievements, 


Joe feels that he has gained a wealth of worthwhile 
experiences—and friendships that he could have form- 
ed in no other way. 


During the month that the cast of "In White 


America" spent at Milwaukee, for instance, Joe stay- 
ed with the family of one of the Negro students who 
had, as part of the exchange program, spent a com- 
parable amount of time with the McCarly family at 
Kaukauna. 


"I think that in that exchange . . . what meant 


the most to me was getting to know Chuck (Holmes) 
and staying with his family," Joe told The Post-Cres- 
cent. "I have a real warm feeling toward his mother 
... I was impressed by the closeness of the family, 
and how they could be critical of one another with- 
out hurting one another's feelings." 


Joe said the reaction to "In White America" at 


Milwaukee was "very favorable" although the cast 
was "somewhat disappointed" that the audience was 
not larger. 


The play was given in a big auditorium, rather 


than in intimate circumstances, as it was presented 
at Kaukauna. 


The St. Louis summer school program was run by

As the final experience of his "human relations" 


summer, Joe traveled to Trail's-End .Youth Camp, at 
Bruce, for a human relations workshop attended by 
youngsters representing virtually all of the state's 
races. 


It was "a real fine group." Joe said. Wesley Scott, 


director of the Milwaukee Urban League, appeared 
as one of the guest speakers, and there was a "very 
moving" ecumenical prayer service, with a Catholic 
priest and a Lutheran minister participating. In ad- 
dition, Joe attended several discussion groups, at 
which the problems of Viet Nam, poverty and parent- 
child relationships were touched upon. 


A highlight of the workshop was a visit to the Lac 


Oreilles Indian reservation, about 30 miles from 
Bruce, where the delegates worked with Indian young- 
sters, clearing a part of the forest. 


"It was the experience of being together and 


really sharing this spirit together that was the mean- 
ingful part of it," Joe said of the workshop. 


The eldest of the 10 McCarty children — six boys 


and four girls — Joe hopes to study music on the 
college level at the University of Wisconsin-Milwau- 
kee. An accomplished pianist, he is also a member of 
the K.H.S. band. 


As for his "human relations" summer, Joe sums 


it up with the words: 


"I would like to think I'm a fuller person because 


of it."

['City of the Angels 
If You've Seen One Temple, You 
Truly Haven't Seen Them AIL..!

BANGKOK — This city's .name, translated to 


Thai, means "City of Angels." 


It might more appropriately be called "City of 


-; Temples." 


For there are more than 300 Buddhist temples 


- and monasteries here, and they give Bangkok a 


unique flavor among large cities of the Far East. 


First, they provide color — a multitude of rich, 


overwhelming colors, which alone can cause the hur- 
rying tourist to say "If you've seen one temple, 
you've seen them all." For almost all are resplendent 
with gold leaf, mother-of-pearl inlay work, hand- 
painted porcelain tiles, variegated marble, brightly 


' painted ceramic and stone. 


Second, they provide a show place for their coun- 


• try's arts, with their statuary and fine handwork. 


But most important, the temples are more than 


' tourist attractions and sites for souvenir stands. 


Buddhism is a religion of participation in Thailand, 
and its temples are actively used. 


The most outstanding example of this participa- 


tion is the almost universal practice of Thai young 
men, generally at the age of 15. to serve at least 
three months as a Buddhist monk. During this time 
the novices shave their heads, don the bright saffron 
robes of their priesthood, and depend on their secu- 
lar neighbors for their food. The present King of 
Thailand, like many of his predecessors, has served 
in this priesthood. 
(Some women also serve as 


Buddhist nuns, but this is not so common.) 


All temples except the royal temple have monas- 


teries for their monks and places for study and medi- 
tation. (And the hopscotch court chalked outside one 
such study building seemed not sacrilegious but 
indicative of the closeness of the Thai's religion with 
his daily life.) 


For the average Thai, the temple seems the place 


of frequent worship, where he will spend two baht 
(10 cents) to buy incense, candles, flowers for the 


ShoEs are removed and checked in shelves at the 


templeientrance.

altar, and gold leaf to fasten to a statue of Buddha 
before kneeling to pray. 


And for the tourists, even those afraid of being 


"templed to death" in Bangkok, several of the tem- 
ples — or wats, as they are known in Thai — offer 
attractions too lavish or spectacular to be ignored. 


Primary among these is Wat Phra Keo, the royal 


temple and the only one • in the city with armed 
guards and a restriction forbidding photographs of 
its main Buddha, the Emerald Buddha, actually 31 
inches of solid jade-colored jasper. This particular 
Buddha is also clothed in solid gold robes which are 
changed every four months according to the season 
by" the King of Thailand. The ashes of Buddha are 
kept in the gold pagoda on the grounds of this 
temple. 


Renowned for both the size of its grounds and its 


What the Standing Buddha may lack in ele- 


gance, it makes up in size. The author stands at 
Wat Indra Vihan, in front o/ the 108-joot tall 
statue. 


Thai men and women buy packages of incense, 


candles, flowers and gold leaf before kneeling to wor- 
ship at Wat Phra Keo. 


Buddha is Wat Po, the temple of the 150 foot long, 
45 foot high Reclining Buddha. On the soles of this 
Buddha's feet is a story of the lives of Buddha told 
with 108 different figures inlaid with mother-of-pead. 


Also in this temple grounds are 707 other 


Buddhas, a primary school, and a study building for 
monks which is built around a holy tree marking the 
spot where Buddha is thought to have been born and 
died. Noteworthy, too, are the carved marble panels 
on the side of one of the buildings where most com- 
mercial temple rubbings are made. 


For sheer extremes, there is Wat Indra Vihan, 


the Standing Buddha which is 108 feet tall, made of 
cement with gold leaf on its face. This robed figure 
holds the same bag used by monks to carry their 
books and daily food supply. 


And for its sheer beauty and opulence, tourists 


and Thais alike visit Wat Traimitr to see the Gold 
Buddha, a 5.5-ton statue of 14-carat gold valued at 
$9 million. This was thought to be a plaster Buddha, 
built about 700 years ago, until 1955 when it was 
moved and the plaster cracked revealing the gold 
statue underneath. 


Was 'King and I' Inaccurate?

King and F has never been shown in Thailand, the 
country in which the story is set — and why? 


We know. Our tour guide told us. And he went 


on to comment on everything from love and marriage 
to the tourist trade, all the while showing us through 
his city.

of Thai Star Travel Service of "The King and I." 
First, he said, unlike Yul Brynner, King Rama IV was 
not bald but had lots of hair.

And besides, the real king didn't fall in love with 


Anna. King Rama V had 102 wives; therefore, in the 
natural progression of things among Thai kings, 
Rama IV had more than 102, so he would hardly 
have had the time or the inclination for an English 
school teacher, Jong reasoned. 


A recently married man himself, Jong found the 


state of marriage — his own or anyone else's — a 
favorite topic. "Our king can have two wives now, 


but he says one is plenty enough," Jong remarked as 
we drove'by the Royal Palace. "Our queen is sup-'- 
posed to be the most beautiful in the world because' 
our king says so." 


But his remarks could cover any situation and 


evidently were triggered by anything he saw — like 
a dog walking through the temple grounds at Wat Po. 
"One thing, in Thailand we're short of Siamese cafs 
but have lots of Siamese dogs — all the cats are 
exported." 


Or, as we left the grounds, "See, that Buddhist 


monk knows how to speak English — he's talking to 
a Japanese man." 


Frequently doubled over with silent laughter at 


remarks that alone were worth the price of the tour, 
we were prepared for almost anything when Jong 
approached the topic of his own business. 


Dropping off a young bearded man with British 


accent who had accompanied us on a tour, Jong told 
us, "He's from Australia." 


Oh? we asked. And how did he know? 
"I can tell by the way he talks," replied Jong 


airily with a grin. "Besides, he told me this mornrng."

ideas about trade with the Russians, which made the 
intelligence people think he had been brainwashed. 


Deciding to become active in the family firm, 


Rupert has to deal with both the nominal head of 
the tribe, Uncle Randolph, and the actual boss of the 
business, Cousin Freddy, who are very much at odds. 


Being a man with a conscience and some un- 


orthodox ideological patterns, Rupert is lost among 
the tycoons of shipping, oil and politics, but he holds 
stubbornly to his course — at his own peril. 


The novel contains a remarkably convincing ac- 


count of savage pressures, tricks and betrayals at the 
upper level of big business. 


The Territorial Imperative. By Robert Ardrey. 


Atheneum. $6.95. 


Like the author's 1961 book, "African Genesis," 


this is a layman's "personal interpretation" of some 
current findings in the natural sciences. It is a mind- 
shaking interpretation. 


The earlier work dealt with anthropology's lat- 


est view of man's evolutionary nature. This book is 
concerned with "a single aspect of human character" 
which the author believes to be "a consequence not 
of human choice but of evolutionary inheritance." 


That aspect is what the students of animal be- 


havior call "territory." It is the pattern which many 
species of birds, fish and primates follow in defend- 
ing — either actually or ritually — their own little 
living space. Ardrey combs through a great mai*y/ 
recent investigations in this field, and argues the 
human species has inherited this pattern. 


Acknowledging that he is penetrating into the no 


man's land between the natural and the social sci- 
ences, he goes further, suggesting that the concepts 
of property and of nations arise from territoriality. 


He says "our century-long interpretation of evolu- 


tion may be wrong" and that survival of the fittest 
should refer not to the individual but to the group. 


He argues there is evidence that "through natural 


selection evolution is capable of fostering inborn 
traits . . . restraining the individual to the ultimate 
benefit of his species." which he considers a "bio- 
logical morality." which in turn is a foundation for 
human morality. 


He believes territory is "the chief mechanism of 


natural morality, something more than a mere be- 
havior pattern, more than an open instinct, more 
than a superb defensive instrument — in truth, a 
natural mediating device between the good of the one 
and the good of all." 


That's not all. He argues that enmity is the neces- 


sary balance for amity in both animal and man. He 
examines man's predatory nature, and asks how war 
can be eliminated when it satisfies man's basic de- 
sires for security, stimulation and identity. His only 
apparent clue is that baboons, vervet monkeys and 
wolves have reached a point where lethal attack Is 
broken off and ritualized at the last moment, in a 
gesture. Can man ritualize his warlike nature in a 
space race? 


This is potent, controversial material. No doubt 


there will be screams from both sides — the biolo- 
gists and the social scientists — but meanwhile the 
layman has some startling ideas to ponder. 


Odd Mishaps of Utfer Nonentity 
Chronicled in Novel, 'Norwood' 


Norwood. By Charles Portis. Simon & Schuster. 


$3.95. 


Portis is a new writer who has discovered there 


is comic material in the odd mishaps of an utter 
nonentity. 


His hero is Norwood Pratt, an ex-Marine who 


works in a service station down there in a corner of 
Texas, owns a cheap guitar and dreams of singing 
hillbilly songs on the radio. He is as corny as the 
songs he admires; he is so innocent of his innocence 
that he feels no lack in life. Norwood doesn't know 
that he is the epitome of the gullible rural chump. 


This hero's odyssey begins after his sister Vernell 


has dragged a husband into their makeshift home — 
Bill Bird, a sort of professional pensioner with a 
crude talent for irritating poor Norwood. 


So Norwood seizes an opportunity to go to New 


York, nominally to look up an old Marine buddy who 
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owes him 70 bucks. The opportunity is presented by 
a farcically obvious con man, who wants Norwood to 
drive a pair of hot automobiles to the big city. 


Norwood gets to New York without the automo- 


biles, misses his buddy at a slum address, and then 
starts a long bus ride home. En route he picks up, in 
order, a prospective bride, a fat midget who is scared 
to travel alone, and an educated hen. Being a vir- 
tuous knight errant, he rescues the hen from a 
sweltering cage at a penny arcade, while he and the 
fat midget are waiting for the prospective bride to 
check up on her onetime boy friend. 


This is low pressure humor, neither black nor 


bitter, but mildly tart. Portis has an excellent ear 
for the droning cliches of Southwest rural dialogue, 
a sardonic eye for the absurdities and contradictions 
of modern life, and an amusing taste for droll inci- 
dents.

man disappeared from the church scene. English ser- 
mons were introduced in 1919, then alternated with 
German a year later. By 1933 only one service a 
month was in German with all use of the language 
stopped in 1939. 


"On a Sunday in early summer, 1864, I preached 


for the first time in Brother Christoph Mueller's 
home, a small log house," Pastor Uecke wrote in the 
diary. "In response to a second invitation I made 
two more visits to these people in that year and 
preached in the home of Mr. Stammer and at Mr. 
Arnold's place (near the Freedom town line in the 
Town of Center). 


"In the meantime I wrote to the Provincial Elders 


Conference at Bethlehem (Pa.) because I had good 
hopes for this place and asked them to send a home 
missionary." 


There was, however, no missionary available, so 


the undaunted Green Bay pastor took on two jobs 
with the consent of his congregation and the national 
church elders. He dropped one Sunday service a 
month at Green Bay and began preaching regularly 
in one home or another in Outagamie County. 
Journey Long, Difficult 


"Usually I went by train to Appleton," he wrote 


"and from there I walked to Mr. Arnold's place, about 
six miles. He (Mr. Arnold) took me in his primitive 
wagon, drawn by a team of oxen, over muddy and 
rough roads to Mr. Stammer's house. At the former's 
house (Arnold's) I preached in the morning and at 


• the later (Stammer's) in the afternoon. 


"On the following Monday morning, unless 1 


stayed a few days visiting people, I returned to 
Green Bay in the same manner! That is, by ox team, 
then by foot to Appleton and thence by train to 
Green Bay." 


The good Brother Uecke not only kept this up un- 


til 1867, but he enlarged his missionary route by 
answering the call of families in both the Town of 
Grand Chute, three miles north of Appleton, and 
in the Town of Center. These places proved less 
promising and soon were abandoned. 


It was in the home of Frederich Stammer that 


the church was organized officially on Sunday, Dec. 
22, 1866. Crowded into the Stammer home were 34 
men and women, representing the 14 charier fam- 
ilies. The church council was organized the same day 


with three trustees being elected. These men, al- 
ready proven leaders of the little group, were Fred- 
erick Wolf, Carl Persobn and Frederick Krabbe Jr. 
'Versammlungs-Saal' Built 


Another important decision was made that day. 


The council voted to build the very next year. This 
was to be a frame building of two stories that would 
combine the parsonage and Versammlungs-Saal, or 
meeting room for worship services. 


Five acres of land were purchased for $100 from 


member John Wiese, and the newly organized con- 
gregation pledged $115 in cash and 16,000 feet of 
lumber from their woodlands. The Conference do- 
nated $150 to the project and gave Brother Uecke 
permission to go on a "collecting tour" among 13 
congregations in the province. This netted $1,02553 
to the cause, including gifts from friends in Grand 
Chute, Center and Wrightstown. 


Construction started in the summer of 1867. On 


Oct. 6 of that year, Pastor Uecke conducted dedica- 
tion ceremonies with the assistance of two other 
Moravian pastors, Brethren Kaltenbrun of Ebenezer 
and Iverson of Fort Howard. 


It was the next month, Nov. 13, 1867, that the Rev. 


Uecke moved into the first floor parsonage of the 
Freedom Moravians' first church.

New Version of Snake Plant Has Gardening Called 


Best Therapy for 
Modern Tensions 
Elegant Leaves, Yellow Banding 


BY KATHERINE B. WALKER 


Anyone who simply wants a little something grow- 


ing in the house couldn't do better than to try ibe 
newer versions of the old Snake Plant, Sanseviem 
trifasciata. A cultivar called Golden Hahnii is attrac- 
tive with broad leaves in a low-growing rosette, striped 
lengthwise with wide bands of creamy yellow. An- 
other good one", and a favorite of most gardeners, is 
. S. trifasciata laurentii. with the elegant, tall leaves 
of the old-time variety but with yellow banding 
similar to that of Golden Hahnii. Either one will soon 
produce a potful of colorful growth from suckers 
which arise from the thickened rootstock. While these 
•may not be the most exotic house plants available. 
neither are they demanding in their care. Tall or 
short, flat leaved or round, drably colored or highly 
variegated, any sansevieria can be counted on to en- 
dure for long periods even under adverse conditions. 


We don't advise that plants be neglected, of 


course. They are living things, and should be given 
the proper care so that they may make the best show. 
But we realize that some people are simply not plant- 
minded. and for them a plant that can stand some 
abuse, can skip a watering or two without dropping 
dead, and can grow in almost any soil or light ex- 
posure will give the greatest pleasure simply because 
they will last longer than more fragile sorts. 


To have a sansevieria do its best, and, in time, 


produce a tall spike of fragrant flowers, pot it in a 
rich, easily-drained, loamy soil Give it a warm spot 
where it will receive ample morning sun. and drench 
the soil only when it has 'become quite dry. This 
last is quite important; sansevierias are succulent 
plants that need a partial drying, and probably more 
of them are killed by overwatering than by any other 
thing. 


For a special entrance-hall decoration that will 


have all your guests thinking you are a real gardener, 
set a clump of the tall, yellow-banded sansevieria off- 
center in a large, low, ceramic planter. Add a clump 
or two of the low-growing, highly colored type, and 
cover the remaining bare soil with white marble chips. 
The symmetrical growth of sansevierias. the precise 
shape of their leaves, the clean, uncluttered look of 
them combined with a simple planter will result in a 
decorative accent that is as modern as tomorrow. Try 
it and see! 


Q. I'm starting a collection of small cacti, but am 


having trouble with watering them. The tiny pots 
dry out so fast that they need water every day, yet 
this leads to grotesque growth. 


A. Try placing the small pots on a tray of sand. 


Moistening the sand as necessary (it needn't be kept 
constantly damp) will provide a little bottom-moisture 
for the cacti without soaking the roots.

If you are troubled with iris borer, which is some- 


times destructive to German or Japanese iris and 
some lilies, dust with a 3 per cent concentration of 
endosulfan. The Connecticut Agricultural Experiment 
Station said a 4 per cent dust of malathion was al- 
most as effective. 


Some plots were dusted several times at weekly 


intervals, starting at mid-April but one application 
was reported as effective as four. 


Five weekly applications of a 5 per cent DDT dust, 


beginning late in April, also controlled the borer. 


Controls without chemicals include burning all 


dead leaves and other debris on the iris bed in early 
spring. This destroys many eggs laid in the fall by 
the adult borer moth. 


The station reported that when young larvae are 


feeding in iris leaves they cause a tell-tale, water- 
soaked streak. At this stage they can be found and 
crushed. Infested rhizomes, the fleshy underground 
stem of iris, also may be dug in early August. 


By then, the single generation of borers is mature. 


Light infestations may be controlled by killing borers 
before replacing the rhizomes. Heavily infested 
rhizomes should be destroved.

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Reported Sightings of Tasmanian Tiger 


Create Demand tor Trackers Services

This news report by Reuters, from Hobart, Tas- 


mania, will serve to explain why we have had recent 
and urgent communications asking for the services 
of our Tasmanian Tiger Tracker. There are so few 
of-them available that they hoped that I might be 
able'to spare one or more of them to help them out. 


We have not dared to let cur specimen in on this 


matter, for her sorrow at missing this chance at her 
native sport would be too pitiful to live with. 


The following is a quote from the Chicago Tribune 


of Aug. 18: 


"Scientists have set a trap in what appears to be 


the lair of a Tasmanian tiger, one of the world's 
rarest animals, which for years was believed extinct. 


"A farmer found the lair three months ago. Hairs 


from it were put under the microscope and identified 
as coming from the strange predator which once 
ravaged the local flocks of sheep. 


"It has a brown coat striped with black like a 


tiger; it looks like a wolf with a large head; its tail is 
thick-based like a kangaroo's; and it is marsupial — 
the female carrying up to four young ones in a pouch 
opening toward the rear. It can measure eight feet 
from nose to tail. 


"The site of the lair is being kept strictly secret, 


to avoid attracting hunters and sight-seers who might 
scare the beast away. 


"Dr. E. R. Guiller, chairman of the Tasmanian 


was the first positive lead in four years in the search 
for a Tasmanian tiger. He arranged with the farmer 
to set a trap to catch it alive. 


"If it is caught, no zoo will get it. A young tiger 


or a nursing mother-tigress would be released. An 
old tiger might be kept for study. 


"Dozens of expeditions have tried to find, photo- 


graph, or catch a Tasmanian tiger since the last one 
in captivity died in the Hobart zoo in 1933. 


"In 1937, a helicopter pilot photographed what 


may or may not have been a Tasmanian tiger on a 
lonely teach in West Tasmania. There have been 
unconfirmed reports of sightings in Victoria, on the 
Australian mainland, where fossils show that the 
fcpecies roamed 10,000 years ago. 


"The animal is the largest of all known flesh-eat- 


ing marsupials and around the beginning cf the cen- 
tury it had a price on its head for sheep-killing.

Beheaded in 1519, 
Balboa Honored for 
Discovering Pacific

Sometime during geography or history studies, 


just about every American youngster learns that a 
man named Balboa discovered the Pacific Ocean. 
Actually, as exploring goes, he is credited with being 
the first European to sight this body of water. And it 
happened on Sept. 25, 1513 — more than 450 years 
ago today. 


Four days after Vasco Nunez be Balboa saw the 


Pacific from a mountain top on the isthmus of Pana- 
ma, he was standing in the ocean surf and claiming 
all the lands touched by what he called the South 
Sea in the name of his native Spain. For this bold 
act he has received more honor via modern postage 
stamps than he ever received from his country and 
countrymen. In fact, it was a scant six years later 
that Balboa was beheaded as the result of a trumped 
up trial at which he was accused of treason. 


Historians might only speculate on some of the 


details of his life which got him into trouble. But 
there is little question that he was an adventuresome 
conniver — greedy and ambitious. His was a colorful 
life, fascinating to read about. He experienced a 
number of triumphs. But his fame is most identified 
with that moment when, with drawn sword and the 
royal pennant of Hispaniola thrust into the breeze, 
he made one of the grandest claims of possession in 
the history of exploration — an entire ocean and all 
the lands washed by "its waters. 


Understandably, the nation of Panama has issued 


a number of stamps featuring the scene of Balboa's 
great moment, as well as his likeness and even a 
stamp with his statue. In 1915, he was prominent in 
the design of the one cent value of our Panama- 
Pacific issue which commemorated the Panama- 
Pacific Exposition at San Francisco that year (illus- 
tration). Other .designs in this issue showed the 
Panama Canal, Golden Gate and a historic scene of 
the discovery of San Francisco Bay.

Manners Are Far From Polished 
As Players Polish Off Opponents

A couple of our old friends were shocked recently 


when they played in their first duplicate tournament. 
After the first two hands against my wife and me 
they moved to the next table for the second pair of 
hands. 


Our friends put on their best company smile and 


announced: "Our name is Robertson." 


The man at the second table looked up and snap- 


ped, "Ours isn't." And then he went back to berating 
his partner for her opening lead on the previous 
hand. 


By the end of the evening the Robertsons suspect- 


ed that most bridge'players leave their manners at 
home when they go to a tournament. "Never again," 
vowed Mrs. Robertson, hut her husband has been 
back'a few times. 


"I like the quality of the competition," he says. 


"It wouldn't really hurt them to smile now and then, 
but I like a tough game." 


Tournament bridge isn't everybody's cup of tea, 


chiefly because it isn't a cup of tea at all. A tourna- 
ment is a contest, not a social occasion. That applies 
to all tournaments,-from the world championship 
right down to the Thursday night game at the local 
bridge club. 


One cause of tournament tension is that the 


tournament bridge player must take risks in situa- 
tions that would not bother a rubber bridge player. 
Here is a typical case, taken from Edgar Kaplan's 
new paperback book, "Duplicate Bridge."

What should you do? Your hand is surely quite 


limited because it wasn't good enough for action at 
your first turn. Has your hand improved in the 
meantime? 


At rubber bridge you can afford to let sleeping 


dogs lie. If you are playing duplicate bridge you 
must usually assume the risk of acting despite the 
weakness of your hand. 


"An experienced duplicate player will reopen 


with a balancing overcall or double more than three 
times out of four in this position," says Kaplan. 
"Why? First, because the opponents have found a 
fit. If they have a fit the odds are great that you 
have one too. 


"Second, because they have stopped short despite 


their fit. Clearly they do not have a preponderance 
of high cards—your side has nearly half the deck. 


"Third, because minus 110 (the score the op- 


ponents will get for making two hearts in a tourna- 
ment) usually results in a filthy match-point score. 
If you can push the enemy to the three-level you 
may- get a plus, and you need plusses to do well at 
duplicate."

In effect, South has already bid 
the North hand; and North cannot afford to bid 
it again. 


On paper, South is down one if he is allowed to 


play the hand at two spades. Even so, he is minus 
only 100 points—which is a lot better (in a tourna- 
ment) than being minus 110. 


In practice, South will usually make two spades. 


The defenders are more likely than not to go wrong. 


For example, suppose West opens the ace of 


hearts. East plays his lowest heart, requesting a 
switch, but how does West know whether to switch 
to diamonds or clubs? 


West will probably switch to the eight of dia- 


monds, and then South-is home. He wins the dia- 
mond and returns the jack of hearts to the king. 
East cannot get -his two club tricks. South will get 
to dummy with the ace of spades to discard a club 
on the queen of hearts. Then declarer gives up two 
trumps, losing only two spades, two hearts and one 
club.

boy he liked to watch his

shoes. Many years 


" later he put his knowledge to 
work, resoling and 
patching 


shoes for his eight children. 


He did so well that neigh- 


boring farmers asked him to 
fix shoes for their families. 
They' paid him by an ex- 
change of labor, helping him 
with farm chores. 


Mr. Krudwig took naturally 


to .cobbling. His father and- 
grandfather had made their 
living as cobblers, the grand- 
father in Germany and the 
father in Ashford. 


Accident Decides Fate 


Krudwig had not intended to 


become a cobbler, but an 
accident which hospitalized 
him for 28 weeks and incapa- 
citated him for five years, 
decided his fate. 


He 
moved to 
411 Ellis 


Street, Fond du Lac. An old 
barn on the property was torn 
down and the lumber used to 
build a combination garage 
and workshop. In this small 
12x12 foot area, Krudwig, now 
80, has worked for 21 years. 


His customers come from 


the surrounding farms and 
villages, as well as from Fond 
du Lac. He is kept busy, but 
not as busy as in years past. 


Used As Table 


"There used to be much 


more cobbling to do," said 
Krudwig. "Today, many peo- 
ple wear tennis shoes and 
shoes made of plastic, which 
wear out so thoroughly there 
is nothing to fix. The agent 
who brings my supplies from 
Oshkosh predicts that in less 
than 10 years cobblers will be 
a thing of the past. I believe 
he is right" 


The cobbler's bench used by 


grandfather, father and son is 
now in the possession of,the 
fourth generation. Krudwig's 
oldest son,. who lives in 
California, is "using it as'a 
coffee table. "It is all polished 
up now, but that old, bench 
saw some real.use — and 
many changes." 


"When my father 
made 


shoes he had no machines, 
just his two hands and the 
lasts over which the shoes 
were fashioned. At first, the 
soles were put on with wooden 
tacks, later they were hand- 
sewn. My father even made 
.the cord with which he sewed. 
It was made up of six to eight 
thicknesses of thread held 
together with a black wax. 
The end was attached to a 
wild pig bristle that was his 
'needle'. He made holes in the 
sole with an awl, then pulled 
the 
bristle 
and 
thread 


through. It was a very slow 
process that took patience and 
skill," said Krudwig. 


Machines Change 


A pair of high, laced ladies' 


shoes hangs from the shop 
ceiling. They were made by 
Krudwig's father about 75 
years ago. The shoes are in 
demand whenever there is a 
showing of antique articles. 


"If my father could only gee 


my machinery, he would say, 
'Arnold, Arnold, now that is 
really something'." He ran his 
hand over the surface of a 
black stitcher. "Of course, the 
younger fellows in this busi- 
ness wouldn't use machines 
such as these, foot treadle 
sewing machines. Everything 
must be electrified today. 
This German machine isn't 
being made any more: the 
factory was bombed during 
the war. I can't get parts any 
more," he said. 


Krudwig's 
first 
machine 


came from 'the, estate ofu a 
deceased cobbler. ,It .soon'- 
wore out The next .machine, 
also second-hand, had been 
put into storage by its 90-year- 


. old, owner. .Krudwig went to, 
. Waupaca to see the stitcher 
and bought it. "It was a good. 
machine; I am still using it," 
he said. 
' 


There have ^ been changes 


other than those of production 
over the years. vThe economic 
picture has also changed. 


"A pair of hand-made high 


boots brought $5 when my dad 
was making shoes. In those 
days he could buy a whole • 
tanned hide for $7. Even in 
my time there have been 
many changes. There once 
was a shoe factory in Fond du 
Lac where I could buy a pair 
of heavy work shoes for SO 
cents. That was about 57 ^ 
years ago," said the young- 
looking octogenarian. "I have 
many customers from ML 
Calvary to whom I return 
shoes by mail. Twenty-one 
years ago it cost five cents; 
today it costs 45 to 50 cents. 


Barter System Works 
. 


There has been 
another 


change over the years. The 
old cronies who used to come 
and sit before his stove and 
play cards are gone — at 
least 24 of them — but new 
faces appear. 


Krudwig 
never 
worries 


about wood for his stove 
which is supplied by custom- 
ers who live on farms. The 
old barter system still works. 


He was missed by custom- 


ers and visitors when he was 
laid up for three weeks 
recently. "Everyone was so' 
good to me. They brought 
crutches and a wheel chair." 


Now he is happy that he has
